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Deadline to File Tax Return Moves Closer {

Time's running out. You've

got less than a month to file
your Income tax — deadline is
April 17 this year— and if you
still have the onerous task
before you, here are some
tips that may make your job
easier and less costly

If you're an investor, you
can deduct the fees you've
paid for advice, whether or
not it involves the manage­
ment of your portfolio; state
transfer taxes on the sale of
stock; the cost of keeping a
safe deposit box, and travel
expenses to inspect out-of-
town property investments.
Brokers' commissions and
costs related to tax-exempt
bonds are NOT deductible.

If you run a sideline busi­
ness for profit, even if it's a
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hobby like raising pets or
flowers, you can deduct busi­
ness losses and expenses. You
must prove, though, that the
business ii run for profit.

IP YOU'VE changed jobs
and moved without company
reimbursement, you can claim
the cost of the moving van,
packing, in-transit storage,
insurance, the shipping ex­
pense for your car, and even
family transportation. You
CANNOT deduct the cost of
the hotel or living quarters
while you're waiting for your
new residence to be ready.
Nor may you claim, under re­
vised law, any loss on the sale
of the home you leave.

If you're a widower or di­
vorced, regardless of income,
you can take a child-care de­
duction of $600 for one child,

8900 for two or more, if you
hired a baby sitter so you
could work.• • •

LADIES, If you do your
own ironing, or any part of
it, you'll have to learn some
new tricks.
